Decrease in Jail Population 

A considerable decrease in the num- 
bérs of those confined in the two Pro- 
vincial Jails is shown in the report off 
these institutions for 1923, The daily 
average in the Fort Saskatchewan Jail’ 
‘during that year was 184 compared 
with 232 in 1922, and the daily average 
of 1923 in the Lethbridge Jail was 110 
comparéd with 122 in 1922. The jail 
farm at Frot Saskatchewan produced 
13,800 bushels of grain during the year 
and the farm at Lethbridge produced 
17,00 bushels of grain. 


Provincial Telephone Finance 

In spite of reductions in’ staff and 
other economies, the provincia! tel- 
ephone system ended the year 1923 
with a deficit of $116,755, according to 
the accounts submitted to the Legislat 
ure this week, ’ 

The deficit is almost entirely made 
up of the sum required by statue to be 
provided for the sinking fund. The act 
ual operating deficit was $820.65 but 
the provisions for the sinking fund was 
$115,934, The heavy overhead of int- 
erest, etc., being-carrie4 by th; system 
is chiefly -esponsible’ for defic’:: 

‘Reductions have been made in the 
staff and cperating expenses. In July, 
1921, the staff was stated to be 1.015, 
and in January, 1924, had been reduced 
to 662, The monthly operating expen- 
ses, in 1921 had been $11,578, while the 
Jmonthly operating expenses now are 
but $74,302. The total reduction yearly 
in operating expenses has been $447,305
